A BALFOURIAN DEFENSE. 


Interest is manifest throughout the 


country as to the possible outcome of 
rulings of the prize courts relative to 
ships of foreign nations taken in cus- 
tody by the 
belligerent nations of 
Europe. The New York Globe com- 
ments on the 
statement by Arthur 


James Balfour, one of Great'Britain's 
two living ex-prime ministers, who Is 
reputed to have a fondness for intel- 
lectual teetering and an aversion to 
being very much one way or the other 
with respect to current questions. It 
has seemed at times 
as if Hamlet 


must have had him definitely in view 
when he spoke of the tendency of the 
native hue of resolution to get sick- 
1 ed over 
with 
the 
pale cast of 


tlioupht. So it is in keeping with the 
Balfourian tradition .to discover that 
Mr. Balfour, while defending the re- 
cent British Order in Council, does so 
tepidly and with a due sprinkling of 
•its. 
"buts," and 
other 
qualifying 
words. 


-Mr. Balfour, although disclaiming 


all responsibility for the acts of the 
Asquith government, which did not 
consult him. seems to admit that the 
so-called "blockade," because of the 
failure officially to proclaim it, does 
not strictly comply with international 
law. He justifies a departure, which 
: he thus concedes to have1 occurred, on 
the ground that prior departures of 
Germany from international law gave 
a basis for retaliatory action. What- 
ever merits this defense may have 
it is not likely that Sir Edward Grey, 
the British foreign secretary, will wel- 
come it in the exact form in which it 
is put forth. Mr. Balfour doubtless is 
animated by a desire to assist Sir Ed- 
ward Grey, but it does not appear 
that he has done so. 


As intelligent persons are more In- 


terested in the substance of things 
than in names it is not of much inter- 
est to the world whether the''obstruc- 
tive naval tactics that 
the British 


government has established is formal- 
ly called a blockade or not. If it is 
a blockade in fact the failure to use 
the precise word is not material. 
If 


our government during the civil war, 
instead of proclaiming a blockade had 
announced that it intended to station 
vessels in front of every southern port 
and would stop all neutral ships en- 
tering or coming out, it is probable 
our state department would have con- 
tended that a blockade had been in 
fact established of which the neutrals 
had been given due notice. Now, the' 
British government has 
announced 


that it is maintaining a cordon of 
ships across the English Channel and 
the North sea in a way to bar access 
to German ports, and that ships to 
German port's, or carrying goods to 
Germany through neutral ports, will 
be seized. If this is not a blockade1 
. an actual blockade within the defini- 
tions of international law, then what 
is it?

dents has shown, that our prize courts 


. have upheld the rightfulness of an ex- 
: tended blockade' and have also upheld 
the right of our cruisers to prevent 
goods entering the blockaded country 
through nwtral ports. Intthe Spring-

Asriculture Department At Washing- 


ton Says 'Lltle Danoer Prevails 


From Hoof Disease. 


Washington, March 31.—Consumers, 
even in states quarantined for foot- 
and-mouth -Sisease. need have no fear 
of eating meat today, providing it is 
thoroughly cooked. These reassuring 
words are given in a bulletin .lust is- 
sued by the Department of Agricul- 
ture. 
. 
' 


The -foot-and-mouth disease is not 
easily communicated to human beings 
through food, although milk from a 
diseased cow might transmit the di- 
seas-e to a human being. Pasturiza- 
tion. however, renders milk safe. Hu- 
man beings who do get the -disease 
commonly get it from direct contact 
with the diseased animal. It is wis- 
est, therefore, says the department, 
for people to keep away from all ani- 
mals having the disease unless they 
are properly provided with 
rubber 
gloves, coats, and boots, and these 
are thoroughly disinfected after each 
visit to the animal. 


In the case of meat, as in the case 
i. !" ,' th6 Department points out, 
all herds, which actually show the di- 
sease are quarantined, "and neither 
milk nor meat from the sick animals 
can be sold.

ON ANTI-TIP BILLS 


BY THOSE WHO KNOW 


Bellhops, 
Porters, 
Bootblack*, and 


Barbers Appear Before Commit- 


tee to Oppose Laws on 


Tipping. 


E Si-Edit, TO THE dAZEIM] 


Madison, Wis.. March 31.—Bellhops 
porters on railroad trains, barbers 
•waiters and bootblacks came in num- 
bers before the assembly committee 
on state affairs yesterday afternoon 
to protest against the passage of the 
Bosshard bill to prohibit the giving of 
tips In this state. By the men in op- 
position the bill was characterized by 
all aorta ot epithets "even to murder 
^ln the first degree." 


Senator Bosshard told the commit- 
tee of the public annoyance of the 
tipping habit. He said that it cost 
the traveling- public many thousands 
of dollars every day. He believed that 
employers should pay their help suffi- 
cient wages so they would not be 
compelled to beg. 
John Martel, a chef in a Milwaukee 
hotel, representing the waiters'union, 
opposed the bill. sAked by Assem- 
blyman Woodward whether a man 
was given the same treatment wheth- 
er he paid a tip or not, Martel said: 
"Not if he goes to that place the 
second time." 
Raps the Salesman. 
Martel said it would be considered 
as a. blow in the face if this bill was 
enacted into law. 
Charles Luker, a 
.porter in a barber shop in Milwaukee 
said that "if the rich man wanted to 
be his brother's keeper this legisla- 
ture has no right to stop him." He 
scored the 
traveling man. He de- 
clared that there were 20 per cent of 
the traveling men of the state who 
were short fare riders; who always 
wanted the porter or conductor to do 
something crooked; that they want 
you to sit them beside some strange 
lady in t.he parlor car nnd if you don't 
they want to fight, and that "this class 
is the root of all evil." He said that 
this 20 per cent class always thought 
their first duty was to "pick up some 
Kir] when they went to town." Luker 
claimed that it was largely this class 
of traveling men 
who desired the 
ge of an anti-tipping law. 
Murderous Measure, 
linker claimed that the passage of 
that law would rob him of his earn- 
ings and might make a thug ouf of 
men who were now supporting a fam- 
ily on the philanthropic offerings of 
tbe public. He said that under the 
terms of the.bill he "could be pinched! 
H I gave the preacher a dime on Sun- 
day and he could be pinched for tak- 
ing- it. ' He characterized the meas- 
ure as* murder in the first degree in 
that it would bar men from earning 
a living. 
fe 


Barbers There Too. 


M. H. Whltaker of Milwaukee, a 
former member of the state barber 
board, appeared 
for the 
barbers' 
union in opposition to the bill 
He 
said that there were 3,600 barbers in 
the state and that 90 per cent of them 
were opposed to the bill. He be- 
lieved that such a law would be un- 
constitutional, but when assured by 
Senator Bosshard that the identical 
bill had been upheld in California, he 
still insisted that the measure suf- 
fered from constitutional infirmities. 
.O-JV- Hall, a colored porter on the 
Northwestern line, said "that they re- 
ceived a salary of only $40 a month 
and could not support their families 
on that wage if the bill were passed 
He pointed out 
that 
colored men 
could not find employment in depart- 
ment stores as other men and that to 
pass this bill "would be to throw a 
larf;e number of colored men out of a 
position."

GOVERNOR PHILIPP 
SENDS MESSAGE ON 


EDUCATION CONTROL 


Through M. J. Cleary State Head 


Voices View for Unification of 


Educational Institutions. 
[SPECIAL TO THB GAZBTTB.] 


Madison, Wis., March 31.—"The 


trend of thought at this time is £o a 
unification of the control of educa- 
tional institutions." 
This was the gist of, the message 
sent by-Governor Phillpp, through his 
agent, M. J. Cleary,- to the assembly 
committee 
on 
education yesterday 
afternoon in favor of the Van Gordon 
bill to create a central board of educa- 
tion. 


"The matter of the personnel of this 
board, the number of members, the 
length of the term, and the salary of 
members are details that the legisla- 
ture should work out, to the end that 
the greatest 
efficiency 
may be had 
from the board and that the best in- 
terests of all branches of our educa- 
tional system may be most effectively 
promoted," said Mr. Cleary. He then 
showed that many states had central 
boards of education and declared that 
our educational system "should be 
one correlated system from kindergar- 
ten to. graduate school. 


Works Both Ways. 
"To separate this system into five 
— six parts unde'r separate, and often- 
times jealous and antagonistic man- 
agement is illogical and unbusiness- 
like." continued Mr. Cleary. 
"It re- < 


suits In increasing expense to the tax- 
payer; and added 'burden to the 'stu- 
dent who seeks to take advantage of 
its course. The one branch of our 
educational system that 
has been 
sadly, neglected in the progress that 
we have made in educational mat- 
ters, is in our common-school system. 
In the enthusiasm and rivalry that has 
existed between the 
higher educa- 
tional institutions, and; their govern- 
ing todies for place and support, the 
common schools,: which were never 
thoroughly represented 
here, 
have 
suffered. 
The 'elimination of this ri- 
valry will at last give a greater op- 
portunity to that branch of our school 
system to be more fairly-dealt with. 
A Control Board. 
"There is no thought on the gov- 
ernor's part of interfering with the 
educatlolnal policy of the schools of 
the state in the. creation of the board 
That is properly the functions of the 
presidents and faculties of.these in- 
stitutions, and any interference with 
that policy would be a mistake.- In 
short the governor IE for the creation 
of a central board of education to 
order that efficiency and economy in 
the business 
management of these 
state supported institutions 
•• may be 
brought about. 


The management of the bill before 
the assembly was entrusted on the 
part of the administration to Senator 
J. Henry Bennett of La Crosse, who 
opened the argument in favor of the 
bill before the committee. Practically 
all of the officers .of the Home Rule 
and Taxpayers' league 
appeared in 
favor of the measure, Including T. C. 
Richmond and Charles Pierce. The 
latter claimed that too much money 
was spent in favor of higher educa- 
tion and not a sufficient amount for 
common school education.
